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^ To His Excellency , Governor J. M. Stone, and the Honorable 

Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 

Gentlemen — In presenting to your consideration a few sug- 
gestions upon the subject of Public Education, I feel that I am 
addressing those whose interest and zeal in the cause of let- 
ters, will induce them to weigh with candor, and to Jinvest 
with even disproportionate value, the crudest hints which 
spring from a desire to increase the Educational facilities of 
the State. I am not insensible to the dangers and difficulties 
which attend the discussion of this subject ; nor can I reason- 
* ably hope, that the views which I may offer, shall be accepted 

with entire unanimity. 

In the first place, it would seem almost a work of superero- 
gation to argue that it is the duty of the State to provide for 
the education of its citizens. Authorities might be adduced, 
to an almost indefinite extent, in support of this proposition. 
Political philosophers, with remarkable unanimity, have given 
their adhesion to the opinion that popular instruction is one of 
the most sacred duties of the Commonwealth. Even Adam 
Smith, who was strenuously opposed to State interference in 
higher, or liberal education, admits that the education of the 
common people forms an exception to his principle. He makes 
common public instruction the care of the Government on the 
same general ground with the cultivation of a martial spirit. 
-^ Cowardice, in his view, involves in it "that sort of mental 

mutilation, deformity, and wretchedness," which must be coun- 
teracted ; and "though the martial spirit of the people were of 
' , no use towards the defense of society," still it would deserve 

the most serious attention of the State, as a means of prevent- 



ing those evils, which cowardice induces, from spreading 
among the people. " The same thing," he says, "may be said 
of the gross ignorance and stupidity which, in civilized society, 
seem so frequently to benumb the understandings of all the 
inferior ranks of the people. * * *. Though the State were 
to derive no advantage from the instruction of the common 
people it would still deserve its attention that they should not 
be altogether uninstructed. The State, however, derives do 
inconsiderable advantage from their instruction. The more 
they are instructed, the less liable they are to the delusions 
of enthusiasm and superstition, which, among ignorant nations, 
frequently occasion the most dreadful disorders. * * *. In 
free countries, where the safety of government depends very 
much upon the favorable judgment which the people may form 
of its conduct, it must surely be of the highest importance 
that they should not be disposed to jwdge rashly or capri- 
ciously concerning it." 

These sentiments accord perfectly with those of Thomas 
Jefferson. He says : "It is an axiom in my mind that our 
liberty can never be safe, but in the hands of the people them- 
selves.; and that, too, of the people with a certain degree of 
instruction. This it is the business of the State to effect, and 
on some general plan." 

This opinion, endorsed with great unanimity by political 
philosophers, evidently rests upon two grounds — the impor- 
tance of education in itself and in its relations to the State, 
and the impossibility of adequate^ providing for it without 
the aid of legislation. When it is remembered that "education 
makes the citizen as well as the man" — that it is " precisely 
what fits a human being to be a member of the Common wealth," 
we certainly cannot hesitate as to whether our people shall be 
cyphers or men. But what adequate provision for the instruc- 
tion of the children of the Commonwealth, can be expected 
from the disjointed efforts of individuals, or the conflicting 
efforts of religious denominations ? The alternative is per- 
fectly manifest, both from the nature of the case and from 
•fact ; either the education of the people, as a whole, must be 
abandoned, or the State must embark in the work. "All expe- 
rience," says Sir William Hamilton, "demonstrates the neces- 
sity of State interference. No countries present a more re- 
markable contrast in this respect than England and Germany. 
In the former, the State has done nothing for the education of 
the people, and private benevolence more than has been at- 
tempted elsewhere ; in the latter, the Government has done 
everything, and left to private benevolence almost nothing to 
effect. The English people are, however, the lowest, the Ger- 
man people the highest, in the scale of knowledge. All that 
Scotland enjoys of popular education above the other king- 
doms of the British Empire, she owes to the State ; and among 
the principalities of Germany, from Russia down to Hesse 
Cassel, education is uniformly found to prosper exactly in pro- 



portion to the extent of interference, and to the unremitting 
watchfulness of Government. * * *. The experience of the 
last half century in Germany, has completely set at rest the 
question. * * *. In their generous rivalry, the governments 
of that country have practically shown what a benevolent and 
prudent policy could effect ;■ pnd knowing what they have 
done, who is there now to maintain that, for education as for 
trade, the State can prevent evil, but cannot originate good." 

Through the extraordinary efforts of single individuals, and 
the spasmodic contributions of private corporations, much 
may be done for the cause of popular education. But the de- 
mand is too great and constant to be left dependent on such 
limited and contingent supplies. u The only principle, it has 
well been said, which has vitality and power enough to keep 
the stream of private charity steadily turned in the direction 
of education, is the principle of Religion." This being so, 
the true and practical question, after all, is, does education be- 
long to the Church, or the State ? The fallacy with the advo- 
cates of both theories, seems to be their exclusiveness. Few 
reflecting men can be found, I apprehend, who would, abstractly 
considered, deny, either to the Church or the State, the right 
to educate their respective subjects. Manifestly the right be- 
longs to both Institutes, and on both the duty rests to provide 
for the instruction of the citizens of these respective Common- 
wealths. It is much to be regretted that either should discour- 
age, or look with suspicion upon the efforts of the other. The 
feeling out of which jealousy to State education has grown is 
to be respected. A godless education is to be feared, and I 
rejoice that the sentiment is well nigh universal in this coun- 
try, that a system which excludes the highest and most com- 
manding, the eternal interests of man, must be radically de- 
fectiv3, — whether reference be had to the culture of the indi- 
vidual, or to his prosperity and influence in life. The words 
of a profound thinker, and most accomplished educator in his 
day, (Dr. J. H. Thornwell,) are here in point. lie says: "Man 
is essentially a religious being, and to make no provision for 
this noblest element of his nature, to ignore and preclude it 
from any distinct consideration, is to leave him but half edu- 
cated. The Ancients were accustomed to regard theology as 
the first philosophy, and there is not a people under the sun, 
whose religion has not been the chief inspiration of their liter- 
ature. Take away the influence which this subject has exerted 
upon the human mind, destroy its contributions to the cause 
of letters, the impulse it has given to the speculations of philo- 
sophy, and what will be left, after these subtractions, will 
be comparatively small in quantity, and feeble in life and spirit, 
* * *. Science languishes, letters pine, refinement is lost. 
wherever and whenever the genius of religion is excluded.' 

But it may be asked, What right has the State to introduce 
religion in her schools ? What right, it may be retorted, has she 
to exclude it ? The difficulty lies in conforming " the dogmatic 
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peculiarities of sects r with the spirit of religion. The State, as 
such, knows nothing of secU, but to protect theni ; but it does 
not follow that the State knows nothing of religion, or that it 
must be necessarily godle^. It is one thing to divorce Church 
aud State ; quite auother, to make the State atheistic and un- 
christian. To think and speak of the State habitually as profane 
and infidel, is a great and crying evil ; it is the sure way to make 
it such. What we contend for, and what i3 really wanted, is the 
pervading influence of religion as a life; the habitual sense of 
responsibility to God and of the true worth and destiny of the 
soul, which shall give tone to the character, and regulate all the 
pursuits of life. Viewed in this, its true light, the difficulty of in- 
troducing religion into our public schools, is more speculative 
than practical. Leave creeds and confessions to the fireside and 
church — the home and the pulpit ; and let religion be taught in 
the example, temper and habitual deportment of the teachers, 
in the reading and study of the Bible, coupled with the salutary 
instructions which are received at the fireside and in the church.* 
It is certainly possible for education to be religious without being 
nectar ian, just as the State may and ought to be religious, but not 
sectarian. I have dwelt upon this point, because of the miscon- 
ception which exists iu the minds of many upon this whole sub- 
ject. The exclusive advocates of Church and State education » 
respectively, declaim against each other's system ; the Church 
denouncing the State as infidel, and the State characterizing the 
Church a.i bigoted and tyrannical. It has well been said, that 
" the fanaticism which despises the State, and the infidelity 
which contemns the Church, are both alike the product of igno- 
rance and folly/' They are both instituted by God, and both 
have high and important, duties to perform in their respective 
spheres ; and to both — each in its respective sphere — pertains the 
great work of Education. 

Without detracting aught from the importance and honor of 
the work which the Church is achieving in the great cause of *> 

Education, I would have the State fully realize its responsibility 
to a work whose transcendent importance places it among the 
highest concernments of every Commonwealth. Need I say, 
that we owe it to ourselves — all owe it to each — and what is that 
but the State owing it to every member of it to rescue the general 
intellect from darkness, and to provide, to the extent of its means, 
for the diffusion of general instruction. We do not claim that 
education by the State, by the Church, or by any other means, 
will make men what they ought to become. But without it, they 
can never approach their full stature ; they can never become 
qualified for the full discharge of their high duties as individuals, 
and as citizens. The education of the children of the Common- 
wealth becomes, therefore, one of the most sacred obligations 
binding upon the State. To place this great work on its true 
foundation — to commit its management to the proper authority —

and to urge forward its mighty progress — are matters of general 
and vast importance. 

In immediate connection with the point under consideration, 
the duty of the State to provide for the instruction of its citizens, 
I desire to call attention to a very able and timely argument of 
the Hon. H. H. Chalmers, Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State, contained in an address delivered before the 
Literary Societies of the University of Mississippi, at its last 
annual commencement, and published in the University Maga- 
zine, of October, 1876. Judge Chalmers is advocating " The 
Rightfulness of Taxation for Education." By rightfulness, be 
means "the constitutional power, the -moral sanction, and the 
inherent desirability of such taxation," 

he says : 

" The objections urged to the promotion ef education by the 
State take a two-fold character. First, that it is a departure 
from the primary and only legitimate end ot government, to- wit : 
the protection of life and property. Secondly, that it is the con- 
ferring of a personal benefit upon the recipient at the expense of 
the community. The first of these is fallacious, in assuming that 
the primary end of government is the only legitimate object of 
governmental action. 

" No government ever has, no government ever can restrict 
itself solely to the enforcement of penal laws. 

" No State has ever expended all of its energies in the creation 
of courts and the erection of whipping posts, jails, penitentiaries, 
and scaffolds. As useful and necessary as are these instrumen- 
talities for the preservation of order, they fall far short of the 
requirements of a civilized community. It is probable that no 
government ever existed, which was designated by its framers to 
be so closely and rigidly held to the exercise of such powers only 
as were absolutely necessary to its existence, as the National 
Government of these United States ; and, yet, with the tacit as- 
sent, or active co-operation of all parties, it has built up libraries, 
sent out exploring and scientific expeditions, aided commerce, 
fostered manufactories, and made enormous donations to promote 
education, If some of these measures seem doubtful exercises of 
power, it is only because they are the acts of a government of 
united jurisdietion, which derives all of its functions from a writ- 
ten Constitution, extremely circumscribed in its grants. No such 
restrictions hedge in the power of the several States. Their 
functions are co-extensive with the general welfare of their citi- 
zens. Speaking through their appropriate tribunals and in the 
mode and manner designated by their organic charts, they have 
the unquestionable power, by bridges and highways, by railroads 
and canals, by banks and insurance companies, by hospitals and 
asylums, by libraries and museums, by schools and colleges, to 
promote the comfort, the wealth, the refinement, and the educa- 
tion of their people. 



"In so doing, they exercise powers which have been common 

to all governments since man emerged from a state of nature* 

Whether, in promoting these schemes of public beneficence, it 

will be found wiser r or the State to lend its aid to individual 

enterprises, or itself to take charge of them, must remain in 

each case, a mere question of expediency, and not of power. 

"To the other objection, that the education of the citizen by 
the State, is the conferring of a personal benefit upon the re- 
cepient, at the expense of the community, I reply : first, that 
if we concede this to be a fair statement of the question at 
issue, the objection is by no means fatal; and secondly, that it 
is a total misconception of the ground upon which such educa- 
tion is extended. There are countless instances in which gov- 
ernments afford direct pecuniary aid to the few at the expense 
of the many. Such is the case where the blind, the insane, the 
deaf and dumb, the poor, the maimed, and the sick are fed, and 
clothed, and cared for in hospitals and asylums supported from 
the public treasury. Nor is such State aid confined to those 
who are sick or infirm. Nothing is more common in all civil- 
ized States than the distribution, by the government, in times 
of great public calamity,' of food and clothing to the poorer 
classes. 

u If public mone} r may be appropriated, or taxes levied for the ' 
distribution of food, why may not the same thing be done for 
the dissemination of learning ? May the State feed the body 
and not the mind ; care for the perishable and not for the im- 
mortal? It gives food and raiment to those who cannot else 
obtain them; may it not also pour in the flood-lights of knowl- 
edge upon minds which must else remain in darkness? 

"But it is a short-sighted conception of public education to 
regard it alone as a personal benefit conferred upon the re- 
cipient. It is, indeed, a priceless treasure to him who obtains 
it, but it is something far more important than this to the State 
at large. The education of one man only may be a matter of 
small moment to the State, but the education of all the unedu- 
cated within her borders is a public benefaction of unspeakable 
importance. • It will transform ignorance into knowledge, vice 
into virtue, squalid poverty into comfort, if not wealth. This 
it will accomplish, not at once, nor by any magical process of 
regeneration, but by the operation of laws as natural and cer- 
tain as they may seem slow and remote. 

"It is the obtaining of these great public benefits that justifies 
the imposition of public burdens. Surely the State should not 
hesitate to acquire them merely because in so doing she be- 
stows incalculable blessings upon the particular individuals 
who receive the education. If she desired to construct some 
gigantic railroad, which, permeating her territory, would bring 
commerce, and population, and wealth, and prosperity through- 
out all her borders, would her hand be stayed because it must 
make millionaires of a few men through whose lands it ran* 
and upon whose soil its depots were constructed ? 
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"If it be now conceded that the promotion of education in any 
form is within the legitimate functions of governments, let us 
briefly examine some of the popular objections to that exercise 
of the power which takes the shape of the common school. 

'•The most frequent, as well as the most frivilous of these, is 
embodied in the phrase, the State has no right to tax one man 
to educate another man's child. 

"Never did a shallower fallacy entrap an honest mind. 

"Of course the State cannot take the property of one citizen 
to bestow it upon another, for anj r purpose, but it may tax all 
for what it considers the benefit of all. It makes no difference 
in the principle, that some may derive more benefit than others, 
nor that some may decline it altogether, nor that some. are so 
situated that they cannot avail themselves of it. Nothing is 
better settled in the jurisprudence of all nations than the doc- 
trine that it is no objection to a public enterprise that there 
are large classes of the community who can receive no direct 
advantage from it. Any other principle would paralyze the 
arm of the government, and defeat the most necessary public 
works. The State, however, as we have seen, provides for the 
education of its youth, not so much for the advantage of the 
particular child who receives it, as for the good conferred upon 
the commonwealth, by transforming ignorance into knowledge. 
This benefit is common to all, and is conferred upon every 
member of the community alike. * * * 

"Another popular objection to the common school system is, 
that it is said to be an interference, by the State, with the right 
of the parent to educate his child in his own way, or notf to 
educate at all, if he prefers it. So long as education is not 
made compulsory by law, this objection is without force. In 
the absence of the compulsory feature, the common school 
only offers te the parent the privilege of education, which he 
can accept or reject, at pleasure. With the compulsory feature 
added, the parent is still left to select the public or private 
school, as he prefers. 

"I am no advocate of compulsory education; but I must 
frankly say. that the objections to it seem to me to be rather a 
question of desirability than of power. With the highest 
possible reverence for the God-given authority of the parent, I 
cannot admit it to be absolute and uncontrolable. The child, 
though a minor, is a citizen; and though the State may exact 
no duties from him, she owes some to him. She will not permit 
the parent to slay him, nor maltreat, nor cruelly abuse him. 
She will not allow the parent to bind him to unsuitable work, 
at tender years, nor suffer him to be raised up as a professional 
thief or common vagrant. In such cases, she takes him abso- 
lutely away from the parent, and commits him to what she 
deems better hands. Above all, she fixes the age a u . which she 
emancipates him wholly from parental control, and this age she 
establishes entirely with a view to the interests of the commu- 
nity and of the child, and without any regard to the wishes or 
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the welfare of the parent. The right, therefore, of the State 
to compel the father so to deal with his child that it shall not 
grow up a harmful member of society, seems to be one of de- 
gree rather than of power. 

4w But it is said that the education of all the youth of a country 
in the same schools, and under a common system, will break 
down the natural distinctions of genius and temperament, and 
result in the creation of a nation of machine-made men, desti- 
tute alike of individuality, and of enterprise: that its tendency 
must be to narrow the mind and dwarf the reasoning faculties. 
This objection, so plausible upon its face, is, I am satisfied, 
wholly imaginary. Are the men of New England less enter- 
prising than those of Mississippi? Are the people of Russia 
educated in State schools, under a system rigidly prescribed 
by law, less distinctly individual or original, as compared with 
each other, than those of Italy or Spain ? There are no free 
schools, as we understand them, in Great Britain, but the 
majority of English gentlemen, for more than two hundred 
years, have been educated, from infancy, in the great public 
schools of Eton, and Harrow, and Eugby. From these they 
have passed into the Universities of Oxford, and of Cambridge. 
The system of discipline and of study, in all these Institutions, 
is practically the same, and so unalterable and unchangeable 
are they that confessed and hoary-headed abuses are retained, 
simply because they are sanctioned b} r age. Their pupils, 
therefore, are subjected to the same uniformity of training 
which is thought to be the bane of free schools. Have the men 
who have gone forth from these English schools and colleges, 
to make their little island the mistress of the world, been nar- 
row-minded or machine-made, destitute of genius, or dwarfed 
in intellect? ******** 

" A more serious objection to the common school system 
than any of the foregoing is the charge that it blunts the 
sense of parental duty b} r performing for the father that which 
should be his own most sacred obligation. It is said that men 
should not be taught to look to the State to relieve them of 
this burden, and that any code of laws which does so must 
necessarity be baneful in its effects, since it deprives the citi- 
zen of that which should be at once the strongest incentive 
and sweetest reward of his toil. I freely admit the force of 
this objection. No man is more opposed than myself to any 
process of centralization which draws into the hands of the 
ruler the exercise of functions which should be left to the sub- 
ject, and which, while it pretends to protect his interest with 
parental care, is really sapping his manhood, striking down 
his independence, and making him the willing tool of usurpa- 
tion and tyranny. Nor does any man realize more fully, or 
appreciate more keenly, the fact that the rearing and training 
of our children is at once the most sacred of duties, and the 
sweetest of pleasures. If I could be satisfied that the practi- 
cal effect of the common school was to destroy the force of 
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the one or to rob us of the enjoyments of the other, I should 
cease to be its advocate. But in consideration of this question 
it must be remembered that man's nature is a complex organ- 
ism, made up of and swa} T ed by a thousand conflicting passions 
and interests, which act as mutual checks upon each other, and 
that therefore the effect which a particular cause will produce, 
can only be estimated when all the antagonistic causes have 
been fully considered. While it is true that the delegation to 
the government of those duties which should be discharged 
bv the citizen tends ordinarily to tbe enervation of the one 
and the aggrandizement of the other, I think it is also demon- 
strably true that with regard to education there are compen- 
satory considerations wdiich neutralize these effects. 

"Education quickens the intellect and incites ambition. It 
gives the ability to comprehend, and the disposition to resist 
the encroachments of power. The students and scholars of 
every age and of all countries have ever been the foremost 
foes of despotism. Governmental education reaches down to 
a class which must otherwise remain in ignorance. For every 
one of those who is lifted up out of darkness into light, 
tyranny has lost a slave and liberty has gained a recruit. Nor 
does experience show that dependence on governmental assist- 
ance destroys in practice, however it may in theory, the desire 
of the parent to furnish to his son an education beyond that 
which the State has imparted. The universities which are 
perhaps most numerously attended, and where every branch 
of human learning is carried to the highest pitch, are to be 
found in Germany with its Governmental system of elemen- 
tary education. * * * The explanation of this is found 
in the fact that the appetite for learning once aroused is the 
most insatiate of all desires. It literally grows by what it 
feeds upon, so that the more the child learns the more he 
wants to learn. The father catches the inspiration from the 
son, and instead of being content with what the State has 
furnished, is only the more aroused to put forth still greater 
exertions. The incentive to toil is auickened rather than 
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weakened, and hence we see family sacrifices for collegiate 
education most frequent in those States where the common 
school system exists." 

Admitting the full force of the foregoing conclusive argu- 
ment as to the "Rightfulness of Taxation for Education," and 
admitting, too, that no complete system of popular education 
can be instituted without the intervention of the State, 
there are those who still contend that the true method of in- 
tervention is for the commonwealth simply to supplement indi- 
vidual exertions. 

The}' would have those able to do so, educate their children 
in schools sustained by themselves, and invoke State aid only 
for paupers. Two fatal objections present themselves to this 
s} T stem. In the first place, it is a misnomer to call it a system 
of education; there is no system about it; the schools are de- 
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tached and independent; they are wanting in the principle of 
a common lite. Besides, under such an ill-assorted arrange- 
ment, the State can know but little of the influences that mav 
be exerted within them. " Education is too complicated an 
interest, and touches the prosperity of the commonwealth in 
too many points, to be left, in reference to the most important 
class of its subjects, absolutely without responsibility to the 
government. " In the second place, it is a fatal objection to 
the scheme, that it is invidious; it makes a reproachful dis- 
distinction between the children of the commonwealtb, sepa- 
rating betwixt the rich and the poor. Such invidious distinc- 
tions should never receive the countenance of the State. And, 
as a third objection, on this very account, the scheme must 
result in failure. Parents, generally, will scorn a favor, rather 
than permit their children to be stigmatized as the condition 
of receiving it. 

"The true policy of the State," says a distinguished writer, 
4 * is to recognize no distinction betwixt the rich and the poor; to 
put them all upon the same footing; to treat them simply as so many 
minds whose capacities are to be unfolded, and whose energies 
are to be directed. The rich and the poor, in the school house 
as in the house of God, should meet together upon the ground of v 

their common relation, and the consequences of this promiscuous 
elementary training would soon be felt in harmonizing and 
smoothing all the unevenness, harshness and inequalities of 
social life." 

Still another objection to State intervention is made by those 
who would have education self-sustaining. They do not deny the 
right of the State to legislate upon this subject, nor will they 
altogether question the duty, under certain circumstances ; • but 
they contend that the demand will infallibly create the supply. 
It is said that "in science, literature, and the arts, as in the com- 
modities which minister to the physical comfort and conveniences *» 
of man, what is wanted will be procured." The double operation 
of private iuterest, on the one hand to obtain, on the other to 
furnish, will present inducements enough to originate all the 
schools that may be needed to give all the instruction that may 
be desired. But the advocates of this theory, entirely overlook 
the fact, that, in the matter of education, as Sir Win. Hamilton 
justly remarks, "demand and supply are necessarily co-existent 
and co-extensive — that it is education which creates the demand 
which education only can supply." The plea which would have 
the State abandon education to private enterprise, on the princi- 
ple of demand and supply adjusting each other, is contradicted 
both by reason and fact. As Judge Chalmers wisely says, edu- 
cation "literally grows by what it feeds upon "; and we may 
add, feeds upon that which itself produces. And as to fact, 
education has always lived on charity. Foundations and en- 
dowments, partly from individuals, partly from the State, hav^ 
always been its reliances to supply the means with which the 
machinery is kept in motion. 
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But this great duty of the commonwealth, to provide for the 
-education of its citizens, clear in itself and of universal obliga- 
tion, becomes more palpable and more stringent when it falls 
upon States peculiarly organized, or upon States placed in 
particular circumstances. " Surely the sun never shone upon 
a State," says the distinguished jurist from whom I have before 
quoted, u the prosperity and very existence of which more ur- 
gently required the education of its citizens than Mississippi. 
An immense majority of its people are utterly illiterate. * * 
Yet all these men are voters. To them is confided the exercise 
of every attribute uf sovereignty, nor is it probable that the 
present generation, or the succeeding one, will live to see any 
change in this respect. An educational qualification for suf- 
frage or for office, however desirable it may be deemed, is not 
likely to be adopted, while a majority of the suffragans remain 
unlettered. To assert that a State can be wisely or prosper- 
ously administered for a series of 3 T ears, on the basis of universal 
suffrage, by a population a majority ot whom are illiterate, is to 
do violence alike to the teachings of experience and to the dic- 
tates of common sense." 

As important to this subject, it should be added that public 
education is recommended by considerations of economy. Ab- 
solutely, it is the cheapest of all S3 r stems; and this fact is, of 
itself, sufficient to commend it to the fa.vorable attention of 
every friend of education. If the amount which is annually 
expended in the State upon the instruction of that part of her 
children who are looking to a liberal education could be col- 
lected in one sum, we should be amazed at the prodigality of 
the means, in comparison with the poverty of the result. The 
same sum judiciously distributed would go very far towards 
supplying every neighborhood with a competent teacher. Com- 
paratively, public education is cheap ; as general intelligence 
contributes to general virtue, and general virtue diminishes 
expenditures for crime. It is also cheap, as it developes the 
resources of the country, and^ increases the mass of its wealth. 

"It is not labor, but intelligence, that creates new values, and 
public education is an outlay of capital that returns to the cof- 
fers of the State, with an enormous interest. Not a dollar, 
therefore, that is judiciously appropriated to the instruction of 
the people will ever be lost. The five talents will gain other 
five, and the two talents other two, while to neglect this great 
department of duty is to wrap the talent in a napkin, and bury 
it in the bowels of the earth." 

But it should not be overlooked that a system of public edu- 
cation, like the form of government, must spring from the man- 
ners, maxims, habits and associations of the people. The great 
success which has attended the Prussian scheme of public in- 
struction is ascribed by Cousin to the circumstance, that it 
existed in the manners and customs of the country before it 
was enacted into law. To a certain extent, the reverse of this 
has been true of the establishment of the public school system 
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in our State. Fastened upon us in the new and unparalleled 
circumstances in which we were placed, by those who were not 
fully identified with the material interests of the State, and 
havincr received the fostering care, in many instances, neither 
of the wisest nor the best, it has been suspected as an alien, or 
distrusted as a spy. It is exceedingly important, therefore, 
that this whole subject should be placed on an enlightened 
foundation, regulated by wise legislation, and committed for 
its management into trusted and competent hands. 

But, after all, the practical question is the one of real diffi- 
culty. What shall the State do? Impoverished as her people 
are, and a large pauper population almost wholly uneducated, 
the task before her is one beset with peculiar difficulties, and 
demands consummate wisdom. Nothing should be done ^ 

abruptly and violently — no measures should be adopted that 
are not likely to recommend themselves: no attempts made to 
force an acquiescence into any provisions, however salutary* 
they may have proved themselves, which are not founded in 
the habits and predilections of the people, or manifestly indis- 
pensable to elevate and improve them. The words of Cousin 
are as applicable to us as they were to France at the time he 
wrote them : u God grant that we may be wise enough to see 
that any law on primary instruction passed now must be a * 

provisional, not a definitive law; that it must of necessity be 
reconstructed at the end of ten years, and that the only thing 
now is to supply the most urgent wants, and to give legal 
sanction to some incontestible points.'' Festina lente contains 
a caution which it becomes States, as well as individuals, to 
respect. 

If the views which I have thus hastily presented, shall com- 
mend themselves to the favorable attention of your Excellency 
and the members of the Legislature, it will, at once, be appa- 
rent that upon no subject should legislation be had with more » 
patient investigation and deliberation. If the system of pub- 
lic schools which has been incorporated into the Constitution, 
and to which both political parties in the commonwealth stand 
thoroughly committed, is to be regarded as an evil, which must 
be borne with as little expense as possible, then, the sooner 
steps be taken for its abolishment the better. That it has its 
faults is admitted; that the defects of past legislation should 
be supplied, and its errors corrected, must be manifest to every 
one at all acquainted with the practical operation of the law. 
It must also be confessed that, in some features, the system, 
as regulated by the legislation of former years, has been 
pressed " so far beyond the requirements and the ability of the 
people, as to become a burden rather than a blessing." As the 
natural result, at the last meeting of the Legislature, the prin- 
ciple of reaction set in; and it would be out of the sphere of 
ordinary analogy, if, in some respects, the pendulum had not 
swung to the opposite extreme. Such, I would respectfully 

t suggest, has been characteristic of the legislation upon the 

* subject of 
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COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 



In the first place, they have been relieved of the duty of a 
personal inspection of the schools in their respective districts, 
and then, their salaries so reduced, as effectually to secure the 
faithful observence of the relinquishing Act. It has well been 
said that " no system of schools can reach a high degree of 
efficiency without close and constant supervision by compe- 
tent officers." The truth of this proposition is fully endorsed 
by the experience of all countries, where the public school 
system has been established; and of all commonwealths none 
stand more imperatively in need of such supervision than our 
own. But in order to secure competent and efficient local 
supervision, something like an adequate compensation must be 
awarded. I would, therefore, respectfully suggest to the Legis- 
lature that the law be so amended as to require County Super- 
intendents to visit and personally inspect all the schools in 
their respective counties, at least once a year; and that the 
salaries of vCounty Superintendents be fixed at one half the 
amount specified in the law of 1873. Provision should also 
be made for the prompt removal from office of County Super- 
intendents, in case of the willful neglect of their duties from 
whatever cause, or gross immoral ty of conduct. 

BOARDS OF EXAMINERS. 

• 

Upon these Boards depends in great measure, the appoint- 
ment of those who shall fill the offices of County Superinten- 
dents. Provision should be made for the appointment, de novo, 
of such Boards in all the counties; and the certificates issued 
by them to applicants for the office of County Superintendent 
should be accompanied with their affidavit that they have in 
all respects, complied with the provisions of the law, and 
found the applicant qualified as required by law. 

STATE UNIVERSITIES AND NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

For information respecting these institutions I refer you to 
the Scholastic and Financial Statistics, to be found in my 
Annual Report. In the Annual Message of His Ex- 
cellencv, reference is made to such facts in the condition of 
the Universities and Normal Schools as may be of general in- 
terest. I need not, therefore, repeat what has been stated by him 
with such clearness and satisfaction. The necessary appro- 
priations to these respective Institutions will require the at 
tention of the Legislature. I am directed by the Board of 
Trustees of the Tougaloo University to ask that the appro- 
priation to that school be made the same this year as last, viz : 
$3,000 00, and more, if the waj T be clear. 

In this connection I would call attention to an item con- 
tained in the Statistical Report of the State Superintendent 
of Public Education for 1875. One Professor, in the Univers- 
ity of Mississippi, is reported as having received $2,500 — i. e., 
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$500 in excess of his salary. My attention has been called to 
this matter by a member of the Faculty, with the "request 
that it be investigated, &.s it contains a reflection upon some 
unknown member of their body." No such appropriation, I 
am authorized to say, has ever been made. No member of the 
Facuitv, except the Chancellor received, as salary, more than 
S2,000." 

While, among the friends of Public Education, some divers- 
ity does and must exist as to the administrative details, yet 
the great dogma of education for the masses, through covern 
mental intervention, is steadily gaining ground, and has be- 
come so firmly lodged in the popular mind as to receive from 
all that respectful consideration which is always accorded to 
a strong and rising power. "Of all human institutions, this 
most imperatively demands the fostering care of the wise and 
the good. When this class of men in every community shall 
have put themselves at the head of the schools, when the en- 
tire population of each neighborhood shall have become ear- 
nestly enlisted in their behalf, when the position of school 
trustee is eagerly sought by the first citizens of the country as 
a post of honor and of usefulness, then shall we be able fairly 
to pass judgment on the merits" of the Public School system. 
It has been with the hope of doing something, however feeble, 
to the attainment of this end, that I have ventured to address 
these imperfectly digested reflections to your attention.

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Sixteenth Section Lands. 



Rooms of the State Board of Education, ) 
Jackson, Miss., January 1, 1877. J 

To the Honorable Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 

We have the honor, herewith, to submit to your honorable 
body, this, the sixth annual report of the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

The difficulty mentioned in our last report, in getting a cor- 
rect statement from the counties, in relation to the Sixteenth 
Lands, has not, as yet, been wholly overcome. 

We can get specific data from but few counties in the State. 

The following is as near as we can obtain * 

No. of acres of 16th section lands originally granted to the 
State by the General Government : 

No. of acres ; . . . . 661,000 

No. of acres of Chickasaw land 174,550 

From the meager reports in our possession we are unable to 
estimate definitely as to the disposition made of these 16th 
section lands, most of which prior to the war were leased for 
a period of ninety-nine years, the original purchasers paying 
the money for said lands to the local Boards, and this money 
loaned on such securities as was at the time deemed to be 
solvent and good, but since the war have been found in 
almost every case to be unvailable from the fact that the 
obligation of parties are barred by the statute of limitation, 
and in many instances the bankruptcy of debtors. The notes 
given, unfortunately, are deemed worthless. 

In a few isolated cases the purchase money was not paid, and 
in these cases the lands or their value in money remain under 
the control of the local Township Boards. These funds here- 
tofore have been desperatety handled. 

We would respectfully call attention to the Report of the 
Special Committee appointed, 1874, under House Concurrent 
Resolution, No. 8, for the purpose of examining and reporting 
the condition of the Chickasaw School Fund, which report can 
be found on file in the State Library, and contains a full and 
complete history of the subject. The law leasing these lands 
2 
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fixed their value at six dollars per acre, in gold or its equiva- 
lent, and is still in force. 

We are of the opinion that, at that time, there were thous- 
ands of acres of Ihis land really worth the valuation put upon 
it, but in view of the fact that all of the lands approximating 
to said valuation have been entered, leaving 37,143 acres, for 
which the State cannot, and has not found a purchaser for years, 
for the manifest reason that the valuation is entirely too high. 

By a proper reduction in the price of this land, it would 
very greatly benefit two classes of our citizens — those who 
wish to obtain land for homesteads, and those who would 
receive the proceeds in the way of the education of their chil- 
dren. It may be that if the reduction is not made, the State, • 
in the distant future, will find some one patriotic enough to V 

make the purchase, and allow the proceeds to inure to the 
education of the youth in the Chickasaw District; but up to j 

this time she has failed to find that long wished for purchaser. 
In truth, we trust that the Legislature will give us a revision 
entirely of these school lands, throwing a proper safeguard 
around them, and permitting'them to be put into market. 

Such an act would reduce taxation on the lands now paying 
the revenues of the Slate, and give us a handsome school fund 
for the purpose of aiding in the education of the youth of the 
State to a higher civilization. 

The foregoing suggestions are respectfully submitted to the 
wisdom of your honorable body.
